Mines of the County

Oune of the largest sets of rolls for
the Gold Road mill ever brought to
Arizona was hauled out to (Gold Road
Thursday morning. The weight of the
machine was nearly tweoty flve tons
and wias sent in knocked down. All
the other machinery being placed in
the big mill is of the same sabstautial
natare and indieates that the company
are going in on a solid basis,

H. L. Harris came in from the Wea.
ver miniog distriet a few days ago with
samples of ore from & new strike which
he made in that country. He reports
thut there are many veins in that
country that carry values lun gold, but
that owing to the absence of water it
will be & long time before they can be
worked., The development of water or
some cheap power is a necessity to the
welfure of the distriot aod this will be
supplied should the government con.
struct a dam at Boll's Hoead or some
point further up the river,

A report ia in cirenlation in King-
man that a recent sampling of the
Dempsy O'Den mine, near Mad Springs,
gave a result of seventesn ounoes gold
for n width of three feet of the vein,
A erossout on the velu has developed
eight feet of ore and inall the openings
good values are obtainable. The owu-
ers ure hard at work developing the
property and those who have examined
it say that it is one of the greatest
strikes ever made in the county., The
loestion is handy to wood and water
and is accessible by wagon road.

We understand that within the pext
ten day= a lurge foree of men will be
pat to work on the Homestake group
of mines, near Silver Creek, owued by
R J. Holmes, and that they will be
developad just a< rapidly us possible,
The mines have had considerable work
done on them by Mr. Holmes and the
group s looking exceptiooally well,
The ore js of & very bigh milling grade
and even under present conditions the
mives wonld be able to keep a good
sized plant in ore for some time to
come, The Gold Rond people will ban-
dle this property snd may decide to
trke over some other mines in con-
nection with them to make ap a large
Hroup,

Purflirio Noli eame ap from Bill
Williams Fork a few day= ago and re-
ports that the mives near Plaoet are
developing into bonanzas., These ure
the mioes that recently cunsed consid.
erable excitement and upon which
work hus been carried on for mounths
past, Mr, Noli's clalm has wo ore body
four feet in width, eighteen inehes of
which will average over two ounces in
gold 10 the ton, The other mine own-
ers of that conntry have ulso opened
up good veins, bat the ors s not of a
shippiug grade aud they are all await-
ing the erection of a mill on the river
to bhandle the ores. The mives are on
the river bank aud all the water that
muy be nesded for & mill can be
pamped from the stream, while wood
abounds fo Inrge quantities for miles
along the river bunks, The ore carries
n small percentage of copper, but not
epough to interfere with its amalgs
mution by the ordinary mill process.

Atthe C. 0. D. mine the drift west
on the 30 s now in 9 feet and s
being driven rapidly abead, Whao
1000 fest is reached an npraise will be
wade to the sarface, which will be used
as the maln working shaft. Only a
amall foree is being worked st the
mine, but good headway i+ being made,
When the pew shaft is completed a
large foroe will be put to work opening
up stopes and getting the mine in pro
ducing shape. A big rednetion plant
will ba instalied unear the new shaft
that will handle more than 100 tons of
ore daily. With & few onimportant
breaks fu the vein the ore chate in the
mine shows np the fall length of the
drift and carries big values in gold and
ailver. Milling tests on this ore shows

that it ean be dressed up into a very
high grade coucentrate, and which is
found to be very desirable at the smel
ters,

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Chief Eogineer Cochran of the pro-
posed cutoff west from Congress has
completed the work as far us the Colo-
rado river and oross-sectioning will
soon be commeneed. The road ss now
located will run to the Colorado river
near Parkor nud will have the easiest
grade of any of the old lines wseross
western Arizonn, It is thought that
this new rond will have the backing of
the Rock Island, which rousd is now
seekiog a Pacific const outlet. The
roud will eat ioto the busiuess of the
Southern Pacifle largely if built, It
will also open np one of the richest
gold nud copper countries in the south-
west,

C. A, Stevens, superintendent of the
Gold Road mives, was in Kiogman
Monday last, having business with the
board of supervisors, [t is understood
that the Guld Rosad company is to aid
in the building of a road between
Aome aud Silver Creek and which
road will be extended to the Leland
and the other mines on the west side
of the mountain, and the board of suo-
pervisors have been asked to contrib-
nte something toward the building of
this road in the way of receipts from
roud taxes in that distriet, The Gold
Road company has extensive mining
Interests in that section and & good
wagon rond is one of the necessary
things in opening up thes:e mines,
The bowrd is willing at all times to ex-
teud aid in the bailding of roads in
the county just 8o fur as it is in their
power,

Last Toesday we visited the placer
flelds in Sucrsmento Wash, nine miles
west of Neadles, A large part of that
country has besn staked off snd peo-
ple are still makiog loeations. The
di-covery of gold was made in the can-
yon by W. H. Orr, who was workiog on
u bedrock, or rather a submerged dam,
for the purpose of raising the water
flowing below the sarface and taking
it into Needles for domestic uses and
power. Mr. Orr foand that in the clay
seam+ in the gravel was big valoes io
€old und at once changed his plans to
the development of water for hydraal
ie purposes, nnd when this has been
accomplished he will begin sluicing
the rioch ground below the damsite,
It is estimated that there is a depth
of over sixty feet of pay @ravel in the
canyon the average of which is about
eighteen dollars to the cubie yard, or
twenty five conts to the pan. We were
showu some of the gold tuken from the
boriogs at the dam aod it is of the
same charncter of that found in the
Chemehuevis mooutsins, The gold
shows ponsiderable wear, noue of the
lurger pleces haviog a ragged or sharp
coraer on il. Several miles of the can
yon above the dam has been filed on;
some of the owners wre ut work sink
ing shafts for the purpose of mscer
taining what they have got. While the
mauin gravel chaonel is deep and while
the gold may be there io paying quan-
tities i+ will be n costly undertaking to
work it. O the other hand it would
not be at all surprising it many of the
debonching washes would not prove
rich in shallow diggioge. There is lit.
tle excitement over the diggings not
iceable in Needles, but it later work
proves the ground to be as rich a« the
enthusiadtz appear to believe the little
eity on the Colorado will have & boom
socond only to the Klondike,
